Report Title: ICE ERO Atlanta - Facility Demonstration - May 27, 2017 

On May 27, 2017, from 1355 to 1640 EDT, Georgia Detention Watch (GDW) conducted a 
candlelight vigil commemorating the recent passing of Jean Carlos JIMENEZ-Joseph, 
A204603723—2017SIR0012935, a national of Panama detained by ICE at the Stewart 
Detention Center (SDC) in Lumpkin, Georgia prior to his death. 

Approximately 19 people participated in this protest with no incidents or arrests reported. 
BACKGROUND: 

This is the tenth year that GDW and other organizations have conducted demonstrations at 
SDC, 

Two additional protests are planned on May 27, 2017, in regard to JIMENEZ'S death. The 
second site is the Governor’s Golf Club located in Brentwood, Tennessee scheduled from 
1730-1830 with an estimated number of 119 participants, attendance indicated by Facebook. 
Any measures to address security concerns are unknown. 

The third site is the City Center Church located in Lenexa, Kansas from 1800 - 1930 with an 
estimated number of 68 participants, attendance indicated by Facebook. Any measures to 
address security concerns are unknown. 

GDW consists of organizations and individuals that advocate alongside immigrants, “to end 
the inhumane and unjust detention and law enforcement policies and practices directed against 
immigrant communities.” The coalition includes activists, community organizers, persons of 
faith, lawyers, and others. Although the main organizer of the SDC demonstration is GDW, 
several other non-government organizations participate, to include, Alterna, the American 
Civil Liberties Union of Georgia, the Coalicion de Lidereas Latino, the Georgia Latino 
Alliance for Human Rights, the Open Door Community, and El Refugio.

Report Title: ICE ERO Atlanta - Facility Demonstration - May 27, 2017 

On May 27, 2017, from 1355 to 1640 EDT, Georgia Detention Watch (GDW) conducted a 
candlelight vigil commemorating the recent passing of Jean Carlos JIMENEZ-Joseph, 
A204603723—2017SIR0012935, a national of Panama detained by ICE at the Stewart 
Detention Center (SDC) in Lumpkin, Georgia prior to his death. 

Approximately 19 people participated in this protest with no incidents or arrests repotted. 
BACKGROUND: 

This is the tenth year that GDW and other organizations have conducted demonstrations at 
SDC. 

Two additional protests are planned on May 27, 2017, in regard to JIMENEZ's death. The 
second site is the Governor's Golf Club located in Brentwood, Tennessee scheduled from 
1730-1830 with an estimated number of 119 participants, attendance indicated by Facebook. 
Any measures to address security concerns are unknown. 

The third site is the City Center Church located in Lenexa, Kansas from 1800 - 1930 with an 
estimated number of 68 participants, attendance indicated by Facebook. Any measures to 
address security concerns are unknown. 

GDW consists of organizations and individuals that advocate alongside immigrants, “to end 
the inhumane and unjust detention and law enforcement policies and practices directed against 
immigrant communities.” The coalition includes activists, community organizers, persons of 
faith, lawyers, and others. Although the main organizer of the SDC demonstration is GDW, 
several other non-government organizations participate, to include, Alterna, the American 
Civil Liberties Union of Georgia, the Coalicion de Lidereas Latino, the Georgia Latino 
Alliance for Human Rights, the Open Door Community, and El Refugio.

Carlos Alfonso JIMENEZ-Joseph. A2Q4 603 723 

ISSUE: 

On May 15, 2017, ERO Atlanta reported the death of ICE detainee, Jean Carlos Alfonso 
JIMENEZ-Joseph, a 27 year old citizen of Panama, at the Phoebe Sumter Medical Center in 
Americus, GA. Phoebe Sumter medical staff declared JIMENEZ deceased at 0215 EDT, with 
a preliminary cause of death from a self-inflicted strangulation. 

The Department of Homeland Security (DHS), Office of Inspector General (OIG), and Office 
of Professional Responsibility (OPR) were notified via the Joint Intake Center (JIC). ERO 
Atlanta officers have notified the Panamanian Consulate. Panamanian consular staff have 
notified JIMENEZ ? s sister who is the next of kin. 

All media inquiries will be referred to the Office of Public Affairs, 

RACKGROUND: 

On April 9, 2001, U.S. Customs and Border Protection (CBP) admitted JIMENEZ at the 
William Hartsfield International Airport, Atlanta, GA as a nonimmigrant visitor with 
permission to remain in the United States until October 8, 2001. 

On June 21, 2010, the Overland Park Municipal Court, in Overland Park, KS convicted 
JIMENEZ for operating a motor vehicle without license and sentenced him to a $189 fine. 

On January 4, 2013, JIMENEZ applied for Consideration of Deferred Action for Childhood 
Arrival (DACA), Form 1-821D, with U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services (USCIS). 

On November 25, 2013, USCIS approved JIMENEZ 7 s DACA application with a designated 
expiration date of November 24, 2015. 

On June 14, 2015, USCIS sent a DACA Expiration Notice Request to JIMENEZ. 
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On January 12, 2016, JIMENEZ submitted a second DACA application, Form 1-82ID, to 
USCIS. 

On January 13, 2016, USCIS rejected JIMENEZ second application for DACA, Form 1-82ID, 
because it was not signed. 

On January 28, 2016, JIMENEZ submitted a third DACA application. Form 1-821D, to 
USCIS. 

On February, 3, 2016, USCIS rejected JIMENEZ’s third application for DACA, Form 1-82ID, 
because it was not signed. 

On February 24, 2016, JIMENEZ submitted a fourth DACA application, Form 1-82ID, to 
USCIS. 

On May 6, 2016, USCIS approved JIMENEZ’ fourth DACA application, Form 1-82ID, with a 
designated expiration date of May 5, 2018. 

On August 24, 2016, the Raleigh Police Department (RPD) in Raleigh, NC arrested JIMENEZ 
for misdemeanor injury to real property. On the same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located in the 
Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC encountered JIMENEZ and determined that JIMENEZ did not 
meet an enforcement priority under the November 20, 2014 memorandum from Secretary 
Johnson, Policies for the Apprehension, Detention and Removal of Undocumented 
Immigrants, and took no enforcement action. 

On October 14, 2016, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ for felony larceny of a motor vehicle and 
misdemeanor larceny. On the same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located in the Wake County Jail, 
Raleigh, NC encountered JIMENEZ and determined that JIMENEZ did not meet an 
enforcement priority. 

On November 9, 2016, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ for misdemeanor possession of marijuana 
paraphernalia and municipal ordinance—begging. On the same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) 
located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC encountered JIMENEZ and determined that 
JIMENEZ did not meet an enforcement priority. 

On November 23, 2016, the Wake County District Court, NC convicted JIMENEZ for 
misdemeanor possession of marijuana paraphernalia and dismissed the municipal ordinance— 
begging charge. The court sentenced JIMENEZ to 14 days’ confinement and a $230 fine. 

On December 8, 2016, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ for misdemeanor assault on a female and 
failure to appear in court for the October 14, 2016 larceny charges. On the same date, ERO 
Atlanta 287(g) located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC encountered JIMENEZ and 
determined that JIMENEZ did not meet an enforcement priority. 

On January 5, 2017, the Wake County District Court, NC convicted JIMENEZ for 
misdemeanor assault and felony larceny of a motor vehicle and dismissed him of 
misdemeanor larceny. The court sentenced JIMENEZ to 28 days’ confinement and a $305 
fine. 
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On February 5, 2017, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ pursuant to an outstanding bench warrant 
for misdemeanor possession of marijuana paraphernalia and municipal ordinance—begging. 
This warrant appears to have remained active although JIMENEZ received a disposition of the 
aforementioned charges on November 23, 2016. On this same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) 
located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC determined JIMENEZ to be unlawfully present 
in the United States, and lodged a Request for Voluntary Transfer, Form I-247(X), with the 
Wake County Jail. 

On February 8, 2017, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC 
issued JIMENEZ a Notice to Appear charging removability pursuant to section 237(a)(1)(B) 
of the Immigration and Nationality Act, as an alien present in the United States whose 
nonimmigrant visa has expired or been revoked. 

On March 2, 2017, JIMENEZ entered ERO Atlanta custody at the Wake County Jail in 
Raleigh, NC. 

On March 7, 2017, ERO Atlanta transferred JIMENEZ to the Stewart Detention Center 
(SDC), Lumpkin, GA. 

On April 4, 2017, JIMENEZ contacted the Detention Reporting and Information Line (DRIL) 
and stated that he has a mental condition. 

On April 5, 2017, ERO Atlanta responded to the DRIL and indicated that the ICE Health 
Service Corps (IHSC) had seen JIMENEZ, and his medical issues (mental and physical) are 
being treated with medication and therapy. 

On April 13, 2017, JIMENEZ was involved in an altercation with another detainee that 
resulted in a cut on his nose. IHSC determined that no outside medical attention was needed 
and JIMENEZ was medically cleared for placement in the Special Housing Unit from April 
13-20, 2017 for disciplinary reasons. 

On April 19, 2017, the Wake County District Court, NC dismissed JIMENEZ’s charge for 
misdemeanor injury to real property. 

On April 20, 2017, JIMENEZ was returned to general population. 

On April 27, 2017, CoreCivic placed JIMENEZ in the Special Housing Unit because 
JIMENEZ jumped from the top tier to the bottom tier of his pod in an attempt to harm himself. 

On May 2, 2017, the Confinement Review Committee reviewed JIMENEZ 7 s case and 
recommended that he remain segregated from the general population for administrative 
reasons. That same date, the Institutional Disciplinary Panel Hearing found JIMENEZ guilty 
of actions that could endanger a person and/or property sentenced him to 20 days of 
disciplinary segregation. 

That same date, JIMENEZ received a disciplinary report for indecent exposure. This incident 
involved JIMENEZ calling the nurse to come to his door, and then exposing himself. 
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On May 5, 2017, the Institutional Disciplinary Panel Hearing found JIMENEZ guilty of 
indecent exposure and sentenced him to 3 days of disciplinary segregation. 

On May 9, 2017 the Confinement Review Committee reviewed JIMENEZ’S case and 
recommended that he remain segregated from the general population for disciplinary reasons, 
with a scheduled release from segregation on May 19, 2017. 

On May 15, 2017, at 0045 EDT, SDC notified ERO Atlanta that a medical emergency was 
called in the Special Housing Unit for JIMENEZ, who had hung himself in his cell. CoreCivic 
staff informed medical staff that JIMENEZ had hung himself with a sheet that had been tied 
around his neck. Medical staff performed a quick assessment and asked CoreCivic staff to call 
for emergency medical services. Medieal staff continued cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) 
and connected JIMENEZ to the automated external defibrillator, which indicated no shock 
advised and to continue CPR. At approximately 0100 EDT, emergency medical services 
(EMS) arrived and, during the course of the CPR, EMS staff administered four dosages of 
epinephrine and called for a back-up EMS unit; however, as the back-up EMS unit was over 
30 minutes away, the EMS team decided to transport JIMENEZ to Phoebe Sumter Medical 
Center’s Emergency Room. Phoebe Sumter Medical Center staff declared JIMENEZ deceased 
at 0215 EDT, with a preliminary cause of death from a self-inflicted strangulation. 

JIMENEZ is the seventh detainee to pass away in ICE eustody in fiseal year 2017.

Medical staff continued CPR and connected the detainee to 
the AED, which indicated no shock advised and to continue CPR. CPR was continued. At 
approximately 0057 EMS team arrived and intubated the detainee, connected the detainee to a 
defibrillator and indicated the rhythm was asystole. During the course of the CPR, EMS staff gave 
four dosages of Epinephrine and called for a back-up EMS unit; however, as the back-up EMS unit 
was over 30 minutes away, the EMS team decided to transport the detainee to Phoebe Sumter 
Medical Center ER with Core Civic Officer in Ambulance.

The only remaining items on the death are: 

1) The SIR. The SIR is going to be more or less verbatim with whatever HQ puts out (to 
Congress etc.) with the death notification. It used to be exactly verbatim - for the last five or 
so that I had - and there was a good reason for that, but we received some unusual 
feedback on the Stewart case. We'll have to see what HQcomes back with. Ill be in touch 
after the death notification comes out from HQ. 

2) The condolence letter. Attached is the template from the website and the one prepared for 
the Stewart case. The format is strange (for example, the name of the detention facility 
under Sean's name), and because of that your folks will want to change it. We have to stick 
to the exact format. Looks like we already have most of the information, we just have to 
ensure that the cause of death is worded the same as in the death notification. The number 
attached to the FOD on the Stewart sample rings to Albert in the front office. You may have 
to modify the number with the international code since the letter is going overseas, A copy 
also goes to the consulate, 

3) There will be an ODO death review coming at ACDC. HI send you a sample of the standard 
document request in advance of the review. 

I have to do the walkthrough of the house today and the FOD is letting me off of the hook for the 
town hall, so I will see you on the Irwin trip Thursday.

On May 27, 2017, from 1355 to 1640 EDT, Georgia Detention Watch (GDW) conducted a 
candlelight vigil commemorating the recent passing of Jean Carlos JIMENEZ-Joseph, 
A204603723—2017SIR0012935, a national of Panama detained by ICE at the Stewart 
Detention Center (SDC) in Lumpkin, Georgia prior to his death. 

Approximately 19 people participated in this protest with no incidents or arrests reported. 
BACKGROUND: 

This is the tenth year that GDW and other organizations have conducted demonstrations at 
SDC. 

Two additional protests are planned on May 27, 2017, in regard to JIMENEZ's death. The 
second site is the Governor's Golf Club located in Brentwood, Tennessee scheduled from 
1730-1830 with an estimated number of 119 participants, attendance indicated by Facebook. 
Any measures to address security concerns are unknown. 

The third site is the City Center Chureh located in Lenexa, Kansas from 1800 - 1930 with an 
estimated number of 68 participants, attendance indicated by Facebook. Any measures to 
address security concerns are unknown. 

GDW consists of organizations and individuals that advocate alongside immigrants, “to end 
the inhumane and unjust detention and law enforcement policies and practices directed against 
immigrant communities.” The coalition includes activists, community organizers, persons of 
faith, lawyers, and others. Although the main organizer of the SDC demonstration is GDW, 
several other non-government organizations participate, to include, Alterna, the American 
Civil Liberties Union of Georgia, the Coalicion de Lidereas Latino, the Georgia Latino 
Alliance for Human Rights, the Open Door Community, and El Refugio.

On May 27, 2017, the Georgia Detention Watch (GDW) plan to conduct a candle light vigil 
commemorating the recent passing of Jean Carlos JIMENEZ-Joseph, A204603723— 

2017SIR0012935, a national of Panama detained by ICE at the Stewart Detention Center 
(SDC) in Lumpkin, Georgia when deceased. Demonstrations are planned for three separate 
locations. 

The first location is outside of the front gates to the SDC facility from 1600 - 1700 with an 
estimated number of 28 participants, attendance indicated by Facebook. CoreCivic (CC) 
which operates SDC intends to provide security personnel and cooperate with local law 
enforcement agencies to ensure the safety of ICE detainees, employees, and the facility. 

The second site is the Governor’s Golf Club located in Brentwood, Tennessee from 1730-1830 
with an estimated number of 119 participants, attendance indicated by Facebook. Any 
measures to address security concerns are unknown. 

The third site is the City Center Church located in Lenexa, Kansas from 1800 - 1930 with an 
estimated number of 68 participants, attendance indicated by Facebook. Any measures to 
address security concerns are unknown. 

BACKGROUND: 

This is the tenth year that GDW and other organizations have conducted demonstrations at 
SDC. Although most of the participants have been non-violent, in 2014 the Stewart County 
Sheriff’s Office arrested a small number of demonstrators for trespassing onto SDC property. 
Those who were arrested were taken to the Lumpkin, GA City Jail and released later the same 
day. 

GDW consists of organizations and individuals that advocate alongside immigrants, “to end 
the inhumane and unjust detention and law enforcement policies and practices directed against 
immigrant communities.” The coalition includes activists, community organizers, persons of 
faith, lawyers, and others. Although the main organizer of the SDC demonstration is GDW, 
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several other non-government organizations participate, to include, Alterna, the American 
Civil Liberties Union of Georgia, the Coalicion de Lidereas Latino, the Georgia Latino 
Alliance for Human Rights, the Open Door Community, and FJ Refugio.

REPORT NARRATIVE: 
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The message below is distributed on behalf of Executive Associate Director Matthew T. Albence: 

Pursuant to ICE policy, I am providing notification of the death of an ICE Detainee: Jean Carlos Alfonso JIMENEZ- 
Joseph, A2G4 603 723 

ISSUE: 

On May 15, 2017, ERO Atlanta reported the death of ICE detainee, Jean Carlos Alfonso JIMENEZ-Joseph, a 27 
year old citizen of Panama, at the Phoebe Sumter Medical Center in Americas, GA. Phoebe Sumter medical staff 
declared JIMENEZ deceased at 0215 EDT, with a preliminary cause of death from a self-inflicted strangulation. 

The Department of Homeland Security (DHS), Office of Inspector General (01G), and Office of Professional 
Responsibility (OPR) w r ere notified via the Joint Intake Center (JIC). ERO Atlanta officers have notified the 
Panamanian Consulate. Panamanian consular staff have notified JIMENEZ’s sister who is the next of kin. 

All media inquiries will be referred to the Office of Public Affairs. 

BACKGROUND: 

On April 9, 2001, U.5, Customs and Border Protection (CBP) admitted JIMENEZ at the William Hartsfield 
International Airport, Atlanta, GA as a nonimmigrant visitor with permission to remain in the United States until 
October 8, 2001. 

On June 21, 2010, the Overland Park Municipal Court, in Overland Park, KS convicted JIMENEZ for operating a 
motor vehicle without license and sentenced him to a $189 fine. 

On January 4, 2013, JIMENEZ applied for Consideration of Deferred Action for Childhood Arrival (DACA), Form 
I-821D, with U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services (USCIS), 

On November 25, 2013, USCIS approved JIMENEZ'S DACA application with a designated expiration date of 
November 24, 2015, 

On June 14, 2015, USCIS sent a DACA Expiration Notice Request to JIMENEZ, 

On January 12, 2016, JIMENEZ submitted a second DACA application, Form 1-82 ID, to USCIS, 

On January 13, 2016, USCIS rejected JIMENEZ second application for DACA, Form 1-82ID, because it was not 
signed. 

On January 28, 2016, JIMENEZ submitted a third DACA application, Form I-821D, to USCIS, 

On February, 3, 2016, USCIS rejected JIMENEZ'S third application for DACA, Form 1-82ID, because it w ? as not 
signed. 

On February 24, 2016, JIMENEZ submitted a fourth DACA application, Form 1-82ID, to USCIS, 

On May 6, 2016, USCIS approved JIMENEZ' fourth DACA application, Form 1-82ID, with a designated expiration 
date of May 5, 2018, 

On August 24, 2016, the Raleigh Police Department (RPD) in Raleigh, NC arrested JIMENEZ for misdemeanor 
injury' to real property. On the same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC 
encountered JIMENEZ and determined that JIMENEZ did not meet an enforcement priority under the November 
20, 2014 memorandum from Secretary Johnson, Policies for the Apprehension, Detention and Removal of 
Undocumented Immigrants, and took no enforcement action. 

On October 14, 2016, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ for felony larceny of a motor vehicle and misdemeanor larceny. 
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On the same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC encountered JIMENEZ and 
determined that JIMENEZ did not meet an enforcement priority. 

On November 9, 2016, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ for misdemeanor possession of marijuana paraphernalia and 
municipal ordinance-begging. On the same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NO 
encountered JIMENEZ and determined that JIMENEZ did not meet an enforcement priority. 

On November 23, 2016, the Wake County District Court, NC convicted JIMENEZ for misdemeanor possession of 
marijuana paraphernalia and dismissed the municipal ordinance-begging charge. The court sentenced JIMENEZ to 
14 days' confinement and a $230 fine. 

On December 8, 2016, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ for misdemeanor assault on a female and failure to appear in 
court for the October 14, 2016 larceny charges. On the same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located in the Wake County 
Jail, Raleigh, NO encountered JIMENEZ and determined that JIMENEZ did not meet an enforcement priority. 

On January 5, 2017, the Wake County District Court, NC convicted JIMENEZ for misdemeanor assault and felony 
larceny of a motor vehicle and dismissed him of misdemeanor larceny. The court sentenced JIMENEZ to 28 days 1 
confinement and a $305 fine. 

On February 5, 2017, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ pursuant to an outstanding bench warrant for misdemeanor 
possession of marijuana paraphernalia and municipal ordinance-begging. This warrant appears to have remained 
active although JIMENEZ received a disposition of the aforementioned charges on November 23, 2016, On this 
same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC determined JIMENEZ to be 
unlawfully present in the United States, and lodged a Request for Voluntary Transfer, Form 1-247(X), with the 
Wake County Jail, 

On February 8, 2017, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC issued JIMENEZ a Notice 
to Appear charging removability pursuant to section 237(a)( 1 ){B) of the Immigration and Nationality Act, as an 
alien present in the United States whose nonimmigrant visa has expired or been revoked. 

On March 2, 2017, JIMENEZ entered ERO Atlanta custody at the Wake County Jail in Raleigh, NC, 

On March 7, 2017, ERO Atlanta transferred JIMENEZ to the Stewart Detention Center (SDC), Lumpkin, GA, 

On April 4, 2017, JIMENEZ contacted the Detention Reporting and Information Line (DRIL) and stated that he has 
a mental condition. 

On April 5, 2017, ERO Atlanta responded to the DRIL and indicated that the ICE Health Service Corps (IHSC) had 
seen JIMENEZ, and his medical issues (mental and physical) are being treated w ith medication and therapy* 

On April 13* 2017, JIMENEZ w ? as involved in an altercation with another detainee that resulted in a cut on his nose. 
IHSC determined that no outside medical attention was needed and JIMENEZ was medically cleared for placement 
in the Special Housing Unit from April 13-20, 2017 for disciplinary reasons. 

On April 19, 2017, the Wake County District Court, NC dismissed JIMENEZ'S charge for misdemeanor injury to 
real property. 

On April 20, 2017, JIMENEZ w ? as returned to general population. 

On April 27, 2017, CoreCivic placed JIMENEZ in the Special Housing Unit because JIMENEZ jumped from the 
top tier to the bottom tier of his pod in an attempt to harm himself. 

On May 2* 2017* the Confinement Review' Committee reviewed JIMENEZ'S case and recommended that he remain 
segregated from the general population for administrative reasons. That same date* the Institutional Disciplinary 
Panel Hearing found JIMENEZ guilty of actions that could endanger a person and/or property sentenced him to 20 
days of disciplinary segregation. 
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That same date, JIMENEZ received a disciplinary report for indecent exposure. This incident involved JIMENEZ 
calling the nurse to come to his door, and then exposing himself. 

On May 5, 2017, the Institutional Disciplinary Panel Hearing found JIMENEZ guilty of indecent exposure and 
sentenced him to 3 days of disciplinary segregation. 

On May 9, 2017 the Confinement Review Committee reviewed JIMENEZ’s case and recommended that he remain 
segregated from the general population for disciplinary reasons, with a scheduled release from segregation on May 
19, 2017. 

On May 15, 2017, at 0045 EOT, SDC notified ERO Atlanta that a medical emergency was called in the Special 
Housing Unit for JIMENEZ, who had hung himself in his cell. CoreCivic staff informed medical staff that 
JIMENEZ had hung himself wJth a sheet that had been tied around his neck. Medical staff performed a quick 
assessment and asked CoreCivic staff to call for emergency medical services. Medical staff continued 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) and connected JIMENEZ to the automated external defibrillator, which 
indicated no shock advised and to continue CPR. At approximately 0100 EDT, emergency medical services (EMS) 
arrived and, during the course of the CPR, EMS staff administered four dosages of epinephrine and called for a 
back-up EMS unit; however, as the back-up EMS unit was over 30 minutes away, the EMS team decided to 
transport JIMENEZ to Phoebe Sumter Medical Center s Emergency Room, Phoebe Sumter Medical Center staff 
declared JIMENEZ deceased at 0215 EDT, w ith a preliminary cause of death from a self-inflicted strangulation. 

JIMENEZ is the seventh detainee to pass away in ICE custody in fiscal year 2017 +

ISSUE: 


On May 15, 2017, ERO Atlanta reported the death of ICE detainee, Jean Carlos Alfonso 
JIMENEZ-Joseph, a 27 year old citizen of Panama, at the Phoebe Sumter Medical Center in 
Americus, GA. Phoebe Sumter medical staff declared JIMENEZ deceased at 0215 EDT, with a 
preliminary cause of death from a self-inflicted strangulation. 

The Department of Homeland Security (DHS), Office of Inspector General (OIG), and Office of 
Professional Responsibility (OPR) were notified via the Joint Intake Center (JIG). ERO Atlanta 
officers have notified the Panamanian Consulate. Panamanian consular staff have notified 
JIMENEZ’s sister who is the next of kin. 

All media inquiries will be referred to the Office of Public Affairs. 

BACKGROUND: 


On April 9, 2001, U.S. Customs and Border Protection (CBP) admitted JIMENEZ at the William 
Hartsfield International Airport, Atlanta, GA as a nonimmigrant visitor with permission to 
remain in the United States until October 8, 2001. 

On June 21, 2010, the Overland Park Municipal Court, in Overland Park, KS convicted 
JIMENEZ for operating a motor vehicle without license and sentenced him to a $189 fine. 

On January 4, 2013, JIMENEZ applied for Consideration of Deferred Action for Childhood 
Arrival (DACA), Form 1-82ID, with U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services (USCIS). 

On November 25, 2013, USCIS approved JIMENEZ’s DACA application with a designated 
expiration date of November 24, 2015. 

On June 14, 2015, USCIS sent a DACA Expiration Notice Request to JIMENEZ. 

On January 12, 2016, JIMENEZ submitted a second DACA application. Form 1-82ID, to 
USCIS. 

On January 13, 2016, USCIS rejected JIMENEZ second application for DACA, Form 1-821D, 
because it was not signed. 

On January 28, 2016, JIMENEZ submitted a third DACA application, Form I-821D, to USCIS.

On February, 3, 2016, USCIS rejected JIMENEZ’s third application for DACA, Form I-821D, 
because it was not signed. 

On February 24, 2016, JIMENEZ submitted a fourth DACA application. Form 1-82ID, to 
USCIS. 

On May 6, 2016, USCIS approved JIMENEZ’ fourth DACA application. Form 1-82ID, with a 
designated expiration date of May 5, 2018. 

On August 24, 2016, the Raleigh Police Department (RPD) in Raleigh, NC arrested JIMENEZ 
for misdemeanor injury to real property. On the same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located in the 
Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC encountered JIMENEZ and determined that JIMENEZ did not 
meet an enforcement priority under the November 20, 2014 memorandum from Secretary 
Johnson, Policies for the Apprehension, Detention and Removal of Undocumented Immigrants , 
and took no enforcement action. 

On October 14, 2016, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ for felony larceny of a motor vehicle and 
misdemeanor larceny. On the same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located in the Wake County Jail, 
Raleigh, NC encountered JIMENEZ and determined that JIMENEZ did not meet an enforcement 
priority. 

On November 9, 2016, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ for misdemeanor possession of marijuana 
paraphernalia and municipal ordinance—begging. On the same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located 
in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC encountered JIMENEZ and determined that JIMENEZ did 
not meet an enforcement priority. 

On November 23, 2016, the Wake County District Court, NC convicted JIMENEZ for 
misdemeanor possession of marijuana paraphernalia and dismissed the municipal ordinance— 
begging charge. The court sentenced JIMENEZ to 14 days’ confinement and a $230 fine. 

On December 8, 2016, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ for misdemeanor assault on a female and 
failure to appear in court for the October 14, 2016 larceny charges. On the same date, ERO 
Atlanta 287(g) located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC encountered JIMENEZ and 
determined that JIMENEZ did not meet an enforcement priority. 

On January 5, 2017, the Wake County District Court, NC convicted JIMENEZ for misdemeanor 
assault and felony larceny of a motor vehicle and dismissed him of misdemeanor larceny. The 
court sentenced JIMENEZ to 28 days’ confinement and a $305 fine. 

On February 5, 2017, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ pursuant to an outstanding bench warrant for 
mi sdemeanor possession of marijuana paraphernalia and municipal ordinance—begging. This 
warrant appears to have remained active although JIMENEZ received a disposition of the 
aforementioned charges on November 23, 2016. On this same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located 
in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC determined JIMENEZ to be unlawfully present in the 
United States, and lodged a Request for Voluntary Transfer, Form I-247(X), with the Wake 
County Jail.

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On February 8, 2017, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC issued 
JIMENEZ a Notice to Appear charging removability pursuant to section 237(a)(1)(B) of the 
Immigration and Nationality Act, as an alien present in the United States whose nonimmigrant 
visa has expired or been revoked. 

On March 2, 2017, JIMENEZ entered ERO Atlanta custody at the Wake County Jail in Raleigh, 
NC. 

On March 7, 2017, ERO Atlanta transferred JIMENEZ to the Stewart Detention Center (SDC), 
Lumpkin, GA. 

On April 4, 2017, JIMENEZ contacted the Detention Reporting and Information Line (DRIL) 
and stated that he has a mental condition. 

On April 5, 2017, ERO Atlanta responded to the DRIL and indicated that the ICE Health Service 
Corps (IHSC) bad seen JIMENEZ, and his medical issues (mental and physical) are being treated 
with medication and therapy. 

On April 13, 2017, JIMENEZ was involved in an altercation with another detainee that resulted 
in a cut on his nose. IIISC determined that no outside medical attention was needed and 
JIMENEZ was medically cleared for placement in the Special Housing Unit from April 13-20, 
2017 for disciplinary reasons. 

On April 19, 2017, the Wake County District Court, NC dismissed JIMENEZ’s charge for 
misdemeanor injury to real property. 

On April 20, 2017, JIMENEZ was returned to general population. 

On April 27, 2017, CoreCivic placed JIMENEZ in the Special Housing Unit because JIMENEZ 
jumped from the top tier to the bottom tier of his pod in an attempt to harm himself. 

On May 2, 2017, the Confinement Review Committee reviewed JIMENEZ’s case and 
recommended that he remain segregated from the general population for administrative reasons. 
That same date, the Institutional Disciplinary Panel Hearing found JIMENEZ guilty of actions 
that could endanger a person and/or property sentenced him to 20 days of disciplinary 
segregation. 

That same date, JIMENEZ received a disciplinary report for indecent exposure. This incident 
involved JIMENEZ calling the nurse to come to his door, and then exposing himself. 

On May 5, 2017, the Institutional Disciplinary Panel Hearing found JIMENEZ guilty of indecent 
exposure and sentenced him to 3 days of disciplinary segregation. 
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On May 9, 2017 the Confinement Review Committee reviewed JIMENEZ’s case and 
recommended that he remain segregated from the general population for disciplinary reasons, 
with a scheduled release from segregation on May 19, 2017. 

On May 15, 2017, at 0045 EDT, SDC notified ERO Atlanta that a medical emergency was called 
in the Special Housing Unit for JIMENEZ, who had hung himself in his cell. CoreCivic staff 
informed medical staff that JIMENEZ had hung himself with a sheet that had been tied around 
his neck. Medical staff performed a quick assessment and asked CoreCivic staff to call for 
emergency medical sendees. Medical staff continued cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) and 
connected JIMENEZ to the automated external defibrillator, which indicated no shock advised 
and to continue CPR. At approximately 0100 EDT, emergency medical services (EMS) arrived 
and, during the course of the CPR, EMS staff administered four dosages of epinephrine and 
called for a back-up EMS unit; however, as the back-up EMS unit was over 30 minutes away, 
the EMS team decided to transport JIMENEZ to Phoebe Sumter Medical Center’s Emergency 
Room. Phoebe Sumter Medical Center staff declared JIMENEZ deceased at 0215 EDT, with a 
preliminary cause of death from a self-inflicted strangulation. 

JIMENEZ is the seventh detainee to pass away in ICE custody in fiscal year 2017.

A couple of thoughts. If the family cannot/will not pay, the cost to ERO for transporting the body will 
likely exceed the purchase card limit. This means contracting will have to be involved, which will likely 
be very time consuming. 




G. Disposition of Remains 

Within seven calendar days of the date of notification, either in writing or in person, the family shall 
have the opportunity to claim the remains. If the family chooses to claim the body, the family shall 
assume responsibility for making the necessary arrangements and paying all associated costs (e,g,, 
transportation of body, burial). 

If the family wishes to claim the remains, but cannot afford the transportation costs, ICE/ERO may 
assist the family by transporting the remains to a location in the United States. As a rule, the family 
alone is responsible for researching and complying with airline rules and federal regulations on 
transporting the body; however, ICE/ERO may coordinate the logistical details involved in returning 
the remains. 

If family members cannot be located or decline orally or in writing to claim the remains, ICE/ERO 
shall notify the consulate, in writing, after which the consulate shall have seven calendar days to 
claim the remains and be responsible for making the necessary arrangements and paying all costs 
incurred (e.g., moving the body, burial). 

If neither the family nor the consulate claims the remains, ICE/ERO shall schedule an indigent’s 
burial, consistent with local procedures. However, if the detainee’s record indicates U,S, military 
service, before proceeding with the indigent burial arrangements, ICE/ERO shall contact the 
Department of Veterans Affairs to determine whether the decedent is eligible for burial benefits. 

The Chaplain may advise the facility administrator and others involved about religious 
considerations that could influence the decision about the disposition of remains. 

Under no circumstances shall ICE/ERO authorize cremation or donation of the remains for medical 
research.

Alfonso JIMENEZ- Joseph, A204 603 723 

ISSUE: 

On May 15, 2017, FOD Atlanta reported the death of ICE detainee, Jean Carlos Alfonso 
JIMENEZ- Joseph, a 27 year old citizen of Panama, at the Phoebe Sumter in Americus, GA. 
Phoebe Sumter medical staff declared JIMENEZ- Joseph deceased at 02:15, with a preliminary 
cause of death from a self-inflicted strangulation. The Department of Homeland Security (DHS), 
Office of Inspector General (OIG) and Office of Professional Responsibility (OPR) were notified 
via the Joint Intake Center (JIC). ERO Atlanta officers have notified the Panamanian Consulate. 
Panamanian consular staff is in the process of completing notification to JIMENEZ- Joseph’s 
sister, the next of kin. 

All media inquiries will be referred to the Office of Public Affairs. 

BACKGROUND: 

On April 9, 2001, JIMENEZ- Joseph entered the United States through the Hartsfield 
International Airport in Atlanta, Georgia as a Nonimmigrant Temporary Visitor for Pleasure (B2 
Visa). This visitor visa expired October 8, 2001. 

On June 21, 2010, the Overland Park Municipal Court in Overland Park, Kansas convicted 
JIMENEZ-Joseph of Operating a Motor Vehicle without a License, a Class B Misdemeanor. For 
this offense, JIMENEZ-Joseph was fined $189. 

On January 4, 2013, JIMENEZ- Joseph applied for Consideration of Deferred Action for 
Childhood Arrival (DACA), Form 1-82ID, with U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services 
(USCIS). 

On November 25, 2013, USCIS approved JIMENEZ- Joseph for DACA with a designated 
expiration date of November 24, 2015. 

On June 14, 2015, USCIS sent a DACA Expiration Notice Request to JIMENEZ- Joseph. 

On January 12, 2016, JIMENEZ- Joseph submitted a second DACA application, Form 1-82ID, 
to USCIS.

On January 28, 2016, JIMENEZ- Joseph submitted a third DACA application. Form 1-821D, to

On February, 3, 2016, USCIS rejected JIMENEZ- Joseph third application for DACA, Form I- 
821D. 

On August 24, 2016, the Raleigh Police Department in Raleigh, North Carolina arrested 
JIMENEZ-Joseph for misdemeanor injury to real property. On the same date, an ERO Atlanta 
287(g) Officer located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, North Carolina encountered JIMENEZ- 
Joseph. ERO determined that JIMENEZ-Joseph did not meet an enforcement removal priority; 
therefore, ERO Atlanta did not enter JIMENEZ-Joseph into removal proceedings. JIMENEZ- 
Joseph expressed no fear of returning to Panama and claimed to be healthy. 

On August 31, 2016, CIS approved JIMENEZ-Joseph’s DACA application until approximately 
August 30, 2018. 

On October 14, 2016, the Raleigh Police Department in Raleigh, North Carolina arrested 
JIMENEZ-Joseph for felony larceny of a motor vehicle and misdemeanor larceny. On the same 
date, an ERO Atlanta 287(g) Officer located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, North Carolina 
encountered JIMENEZ-Joseph. ERO determined that JIMENEZ-Joseph did not meet an 
enforcement removal priority; therefore, ERO Atlanta did not enter JIMENEZ-Joseph into 
removal proceedings. JIMENEZ-Joseph expressed no fear of returning to Panama and claimed to 
be healthy apart from having asthma. 

On November 9, 2016, the Raleigh Police Department in Raleigh, North Carolina arrested 
JIMENEZ-Joseph for misdemeanor possession of marijuana paraphernalia and municipal 
ordinance—begging. On the same date, an ERO Atlanta 287(g) Officer located in the Wake 
County Jail, Raleigh, North Carolina encountered JIMENEZ-Joseph. ERO determined that 
JIMENEZ-Joseph did not meet an enforcement removal priority; therefore, ERO Atlanta did not 
enter JIMENEZ-Joseph into removal proceedings. JIMENEZ-Joseph expressed no fear of 
returning to Panama and claimed to be healthy. 

On November 23, 2016, the Wake County District Court, North Carolina convicted JIMENEZ- 
Joseph of misdemeanor possession of marijuana paraphernalia and dismissed the municipal 
ordinance—begging charge. The court sentenced convicted JIMENEZ-Joseph to 14 days 
confinement and a $230 fine. 

On December 8, 2016, the Raleigh Police Department in Raleigh, North Carolina arrested 
JIMENEZ-Joseph for misdemeanor assault on a female and failure to appear in court for the 
October 14, 2016 larceny charges. On the same date, an ERO Atlanta 287(g) Officer located in 
the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, North Carolina encountered JIMENEZ-Joseph. ERO determined 
that JIMENEZ-Joseph did not meet an enforcement removal priority; therefore, ERO Atlanta did 
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not enter JIMENEZ-Joseph into removal proceedings. JIMENEZ-Joseph expressed no fear of 
returning to Panama and appeared healthy, according to the designated immigration officials. 

On January 5, 2017, the Wake County District Court, North Carolina convicted JIMENEZ- 
Joseph of misdemeanor assault on a female. On this same date. The Wake County District Court, 
convicted JIMENEZ-Joseph of felony larceny of a motor vehicle and dismissed him of 
misdemeanor larceny. The court sentenced JIMENEZ-Joseph to 28 days confinement and a $305 
fine. 

On February 5, 2017, the Raleigh Police Department in Raleigh, North Carolina arrested 
JIMENEZ-Joseph pursuant to an outstanding bench warrant for misdemeanor possession of 
marijuana paraphernalia and municipal ordinance—begging. This warrant appears to have 
remained active; although, JIMENEZ-Joseph received a disposition of the aforementioned 
charges on November 23, 2016. On this same date, an ERO Atlanta 287(g) Officer located in the 
Wake County Jail, Raleigh, North Carolina determined JIMENEZ-Joseph to be unlawfully 
present in the United States, and lodged a Request for Voluntary Transfer, Form I-247(X), with 
the Wake County Jail. 

On February 8, 2017, ERO Atlanta 287(g) Officer located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, 
North Carolina issued JIMENEZ-Joseph a Notice to Appear, Form 1-862, charging removability 
pursuant to Section 237(a)(1)(B) of the Immigration and Nationality Act (INA) as an alien who 
is present in the United States in violation of this Act or any other law of the United States, or 
whose nonimmigrant visa (or other documentation authorizing admission into the United States 
as a nonimmigrant) has been revoked under Section 221(i) of the INA. 

On March 2, 2017, JIMENEZ-Joseph entered ERO ATL custody at the Wake County Jail in 
Raleigh, NC. 

On March 3, 2017, JIMENEZ-Joseph transferred to the York County Detention Center in York,

One March 7, 2017, JIMENEZ-Joseph transferred to the Stewart Detention Center in Lumpkin,

Pursuant to ICE policy, I am providing notification of the death of an ICE Detainee: Jean Carlos 
Alfonso JIMENEZ- Joseph, A204 603 723. 

ISSUE: 

On May 15, 2017, FOD Atlanta reported the death of ICE detainee, Jean Carlos Alfonso 
JIMENEZ-Joseph, A204 603 723, a 27 year old citizen of Panama, at the Phoebe Sumter 
(PHOEBE SUMTER WHAT???) in Americus, GA. Phoebe Sumter medical staff declared 
JIMENEZ-Joseph deceased on May 15, 2017 at 02:15 , with a preliminary cause of death due to 
a successful suicide attempt by hanging. The Department of Homeland Security (DHS), Office 
of Inspector General (OIG) and Office of Professional Responsibility (OPR) were notified via 
the Joint Intake Center (JIC). ERO Atlanta officers have notified the Panamanian Consulate. 
Panamanian consular staff is in the process of completing notification to JIMENEZ-Joseph’s 
sister, the next of kin. 

All media inquiries will be referred to the Office of Public Affairs. 

BACKGROUND: 

On April 8, 2001, JIMENEZ-Joseph entered the United States through the William Hartsfield 
International Airport in Atlanta, Georgia as a Nonimmigrant Temporary Visitor for Pleasure (B2 
Visa) with permission to remain until October 8, 2001. JIMENEZ-Joseph failed to depart the 
U.S. 

On June 21, 2010, the Overland Park Municipal Court in Overland Park, KS convicted 
JIMENEZ-Joseph of Operating a Motor Vehicle without a License, a Class B Misdemeanor. For 
this offense, JIMENEZ-Joseph was fined $189. 

On November 25, 2013, US Citizenship and Immigration Services (CIS) approved JIMENEZ- 
Joseph for Deferred Action for Childhood Arrivals (DACA) until November 24, 2015. 

On June 14, 2015, CIS sent a DACA Expiration Notice Request to JIMENEZ- Joseph. 

On January 13, 2016, CIS sent JIMENEZ-Joseph a Rejection Notice regarding his DACA 
application being not signed.

On February 3, 2016, CIS sent JIMENEZ-Joseph a Rejection Notice regarding his DACA 
application being not signed . 

On February 24, 2016, CIS received JIMENEZ-Joseph’s DACA application. 

On August 24, 2016, an unknown law enforcement agency in Raleigh, NC arrested JIMENEZ - 
Joseph for Misdemeanor Injury to Real Property. The Wake County, NC District Attorney later 
dismissed this charge on April 19, 2017. 

On the same date, ERO ATL 287(g) Officers in the Wake County Jail in Raleigh, NC 
encountered JIMENEZ-Joseph. JIMENEZ-Joseph stated he was healthy and did not express fear 
of return to Panama. ERO ATL exercised discretion and released JIMENEZ-Joseph as a subject 
who fell under the class of aliens eligible for DACA. 

On August 31, 2016, CIS approved JIMENEZ-Joseph’s DACA application until approximately 
August 30, 2018. 

On October 14, 2016, an unknown law enforcement agency in Raleigh, NC arrested JIMENEZ- 
Joseph for Misdemeanor Larceny and Felony Larceny of Motor Vehicle. The Wake County, NC 
District Court dismissed the Felony charge after JIMENEZ-Joseph pled guilty to Misdemeanor 
Larceny. For this offense, JIMENEZ-Joseph received 28 days confinement. 

On the same date, ERO ATL 287(g) Officers in the Wake County Jail encountered JIMENEZ- 
Joseph. JIMENEZ-Joseph stated he was healthy but had asthma, and did not express fear of 
return to Panama. ERO ATL exercised discretion and released JIMENEZ-Joseph as a subject 
who fell under the class of aliens eligible for DACA and who did not meet current ICE priorities. 

On November 9, 2016, an unknown law enforcement agency in Raleigh, NC arrested JIMENEZ- 
Joseph for Begging and Misdemeanor Possess Marijuana Paraphernalia. On November 23, 

2016, the Wake County District Court convicted JIMENEZ-Joseph of Possess Marijuana 
Paraphernalia. For this offense, JIMENEZ-Joseph received 14 days confinement. The District 
Attorney dismissed the Begging charge on the same date. 

On the same date, ERO ATL 287(g) Officers in the Wake County Jail in Raleigh, NC 
encountered JIMENEZ-Joseph. JIMENEZ-Joseph stated he was healthy and did not express fear 
of return to Panama. ERO ATL exercised discretion and released JIMENEZ-Joseph as a subject 
who fell under the class of aliens eligible for DACA and who did not meet current ICE priorities. 

On December 8, 2016, an unknown law enforcement agency in Raleigh, NC arrested JIMENEZ- 
Joseph for Assault on Female. On January 5, 2017, the Wake County District Court convicted 
JIMENEZ-Joseph of the lesser offense of Simple Assault. NCIC does not indicate a sentence for 
this offense. 

On the same date, ERO ATL 287(g) Officers in the Wake County Jail in Raleigh, NC 
encountered JIMENEZ-Joseph. 287(g) Officers indicated JIMENEZ-Joseph appeared to be in 
good physical condition but had incidents of acting oddly in the housing unit. JIMENEZ-Joseph

stated he did not express fear of return to Panama. ERO ATL exercised discretion and released 
JIMENEZ-Joseph as a subject who fell under the class of aliens eligible for DACA and who did 
not meet current ICE priorities. 

On February 5, 2017, the Raleigh Police Department arrested JIMENEZ-Joseph for Failure to 
Appear on his original charge of Possession of Drug Paraphernalia. On the same date, ERO 
ATL 287(g) Officers in the Wake County Jail in Raleigh, NC encountered JIMENEZ-Joseph. 

On the same date, ERO ATL issued JIMENEZ-Joseph an 1-862, Notice to Appear charging 
removability pursuant to 237(a)(1)(B) of the Immigration and Nationality Act, as an alien who is 
present in violation of the law. JIMENEZ-Joseph stated he has asthma. 287(g) Officers 
indicated that JIMENEZ-Joseph had previously displayed erratic behavior in the Wake County 
jail. JIMENEZ-Joseph stated that did not express fear of return to Panama and admitted to 
smoking Marijuana. 

On March 2, 2017, JIMENEZ-Joseph entered ERO ATL custody at the Wake County Jail in 
Raleigh, NC. 

On March 3, 2017, JIMENEZ-Joseph transferred to the York County Detention Center in York, 
SC.

On 15 may 2017, at approximately 0045, a medical emergency was called in the Special Housing 
Unit for a detainee who had hung himself Upon arrival at the scene medical staff reported the 
detainee was laying on the ground with Core Civic officers performing CPR. Core Civic staff 
informed medical the detainee had hung himself with a sheet that had been tied around his neck. 
The sheet had already been removed prior to medical arriving on the scene. Medical staff 
performed a quick assessment and asked Core Civic staff if an ambulance had been requested and 
asked that EMS be activated if not already called. Medical staff continued CPR and connected the 
detainee to the AED, which indicated no shock advised and to continue CPR. CPR was 
continued. At approximately 0057 EMS team arrived and intubated the detainee, connected the 
detainee to a defibril lator and indicated the rhythm was asystole. During the course of the CPR, 
EMS staff gave four dosages of Epinephrine and called for a back-up EMS unit; however, as the 
back-up EMS unit was over 30 minutes away, the EMS team decided to transport the detainee to 
Phoebe Sumter Medical Center ER with Core Civic Officer in Ambulance.

PURPOSE 


The purpose of this memorandum is to respond to the May 17, 2017 request from ICE for a time¬ 
line outlining the detainee’s medical care while housed at the Stewart Detention Center. 

BACKGROUND 


Mr. Jean Carlos Jimenez Joseph arrived at Stewart Detention Center on 7 March 2017, and was 
evaluated by a nurse. He was immediately placed on one on one observation and started back on 
Risperidone, a mental health medication. On 8 March 2017, the detainee was evaluated by a 
physician and a Licensed Clinical Social Worker (LCSW) and subsequently the one to one 
observation was stepped down until he was released to the general population on 9 March 2017. 
On 20 March 2017, the detainee was evaluated by a psychiatrist via tele-psychiatry; however, 
due to limited availability of the psychiatrist for tele-psychiatry the follow-up appointment had to 
be rescheduled in order to accommodate a detainee with a more acute mental health issue. The 
follow-up appointment was rescheduled for the morning of 15 May 2017; however, the detainee 
committed suicide on 15 May 2017, a few hours prior to the rescheduled appointment. 

Stewart Detention Center’s staffing plan currently calls for three mental health providers and one 
psychiatrist; however, at the time of this incident only two LCSW were on staff and of those two, 
one was on maternity leave. The facility has available tele-psych services to assist in the interim 
until the vacant positions can be filled. As of the time of this writing, Stewart Detention Center 
has two additional LCSWs starting on 22 May 2017, and is in the process of revising a position 
description to allow for a psychiatric nurse practitioner to fill the role of the vacant psychiatrist 
position on the current staffing plan.

DISCUSSION 


On 7 March 2017, Mr. Jimenez Joseph arrived at Stewart Detention Center and was screened in 
by a nurse who noted the detainee had a history of suicide attempts and had made a statement 
during the exam that he wanted to hurt himself. The note also indicates he had a history of 
psychosis, at least one prior suicide attempt, and was on Risperidone 0.5mg at bedtime; however, 
he had not taken any medication on the date of arrival and did not arrive with any medication. 
The nurse called the on-call behavioral health provider who approved the detainee to be placed 
on one to one observation and given a suicide smock and blanket due to his voicing concerns of 
hurting himself The detainee was also continued on Risperidone 0.5mg at bedtime by a nurse 
practitioner. The nurse also notified the medical doctor of the detainee’s condition. 

On 8 March 2017, the detainee was evaluated by a physician and provided a physical exam. The 
physician diagnosed him with suicidal ideations and asthma. The detainee was also evaluated by 
a Licensed Clinical Social Worker (LCSW) who noted the detainee had a history of suicide 
attempts, schizoaffective disorder, bipolar type, and history of Cannabis abuse, uncomplicated. 
The LCSW’s note indicates the detainee denied having any suicidal thoughts or wanting to harm 
himself on 8 March 2017. The one on one observation was discontinued and the detainee was 
placed on mental health observation. 

On 9 March 2017, the detainee was evaluated by a physician and a LCSW who noted the 
detainee was feeling really good and the absence of suicidal ideations and hallucinations (last 
voices heard "a few weeks ago"). The detainee stated that he had been sleeping and eating fine 
and was "ready to get out of here to the population and recreation today.” The mental health 
observation was discontinued and the detainee was released to general population. The note 
indicated the detainee would be followed-up with behavioral health. 

On 14 March 2017, the detainee was followed up by the LCSW who noted the detainee was 
stable with unremarkable mental status exam. The detainee denied having any current thoughts 
of wanting to harm self or others or hallucinations. 

On 20 March 2017, the detainee was evaluated by a psychiatrist. The psychiatrist indicted he 
would be followed up in three to four weeks. 

On 23 March 2017, the detainee requested a sick call appointment; however, he did not report to 
the sick call area when called. 

On 6 April 2017, the detainee requested sick call for blisters on his feet from playing basketball 
without shoes. The detainee also requested copies of his medical records from other facilities. 

The detainee was examined and advised to check feet daily for signs of infection, wear shoes 
while playing basketball and to refrain from playing basketball until wounds were healed. 
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On 11 April 2017, the detainee was evaluated for a follow-up mental health check-up. The note 
indicates he was still experiencing intermittent auditory and visual hallucinations. The 
practitioner indicated he was stable with an unremarkable mental status examination as the 
detainee had denied having any current thoughts of wanting to harm self or others or 
hallucinations. The note indicates he was scheduled to have tele-psychiatry visit on 24 April 
2017. 

On 13 April 2017, the detainee was evaluated by medical for a segregation clearance. The note 
indicates the detainee had been in an altercation with another detainee. The detainee was calm 
and cooperative. The detainee denied suicidal and homicidal ideations and auditory and visual 
hallucinations. The detainee was cleared for segregation. 

On 14 April 2017, the detainee was evaluated by a LCSW during weekly segregation rounds. 

The note indicates the detainee was not suicidal and had no current active symptoms. 

On 19 April 2017, the detainee was evaluated by a nurse practitioner (NP) for the complaint of 
abdominal pain. The NP examined the detainee and diagnosed him with nausea, periumbilical 
pain, allergic rhinitis and schizoaffective disorder (bipolar type). The NP prescribed 
Diphenhydramine HCL, Docusate Sodium, Flunisolide Nasal Solution and one dose of 
Promethazine 1ICL. 

On 24 April 2017, the detainee was scheduled to be evaluated by a psychiatrist via video 
teleconference; however, the appointment was rescheduled to 13 June 2017, to accommodate a 
detainee with a more acute mental health issue. 

On 25 April 2017, the detainee was followed up by a NP for a monthly psychiatric medication 
check. The note indicates the detainee was seen sitting in the waiting area when he jumped up 
out of his seat repeatedly stating he was "Caesar of the Romans." The note also indicates the 
detainee reported “hearing voices during the night which was voices of the Romans telling him 
to commit suicide.” Patient also indicted that the “voices did not tell him what to do or how to 
kill himself.” The detainee stated he did “not have a desire to harm himself or anyone else.” The 
patient indicted he thought he needed stronger medications. The note indicates he has a future 
appointment with follow-up appointment with the psychiatrist. 

On 25 April 2017, the detainee was also followed up by a LCSW for the auditory hallucinations 
described above. The noted indicated the detainee stated that the voices were familiar female and 
male voices that "usually tell me I am brilliant but, this time, they were telling me that I was 
basic like everybody else here and that I should just kill myself." The note also indicated the 
detainee “vehemently denied active suicidal or homicidal ideation.” The detainee stated "I don't 
want to hurt myself or anybody but I did have those thoughts during that dream." The note 
further states the detainee reported the last suicidal ideations were "a while ago, like when I first 
got here." The note indicates the detainee was stable and not in need of MHU or acute care 
admission. The LCSW was able to reschedule the detainee’s 13 June 2017 tele-psychiatry to an 
earlier appointment on 15 May 2017. 

On 27 April 2017, the detainee was cleared by a nurse to be hosed in segregation.

On 1 May 2017, the detainee was evaluated by a LCSW for weekly segregation mental health 
rounds. The note indicates the detainee was not suicidal and had no current active symptoms. 

On 2 May 2017, the detainee was evaluated by a LCSW due to the detainee verbalizing a desire 
to cut himself to the detention staff in restricted housing area. The note indicates the detainee 
was “laughing, talking and smiling inappropriately throughout this session endorsing having 
made the statement (‘but I was referring to last week when I was brought to seg. I got wrote up 
for jumping off the second tier and, when she asked why I said I wanted to hurt myself.’)” The 
note also indicates the detainee was "being tormented by voices and sounds day in and day out. 
They know my thoughts, my sound and my every move. They know everything about me and 
they keep pushing me to do things but I'm not suicidal or homicidal." The note also indicated that 
the detainee stated "I was playing too much and really was hearing voices but I know I could 
have thought about what I was doing instead of just doing that stuff." The note indicates the tele¬ 
psychiatry list would be reviewed to determine if he could be seen sooner than 15 May 2017. 

On 10 May 2017, during routine nursing rounds in segregation the nurse noted the “detainee was 
observed standing on the toilet, beating on the wall. When approached and asked what was going 
on, detainee expressed hearing voices, stating ‘They keep trying to control my every move, my 
drawing, my thinking, all of my actions.’ When asked if they were wanting him to harm himself 
or others, he initially stated “no.” I le stated, ‘I am just fucking tired of hearing these voices, they 
keep trying to conti^^^y^^ fucking move and it is annoying as fuck.’ Detainee also 
mentioned, T told I^^^^^Hthat my medication needs to be increased, she has yet to get 
around to doing it.’ In the midst of having this conversation, detainee began punching the wall 
again, yelling ‘just leave me the fuck alone.’ When asked again if the voices wanted him to harm 
himself or anyone, detainee stated, ‘yeah, they want me to commit suicide because the people 
here are simple, but I don't want to harm myself or anyone else.’" The detainee was informed 
that a message would be sent to inquire more about having his medication dosage increased and 
to notify the nurse if suicidal thoughts gets worse or he began wanting to harm himself.” 

On 10 May 2017, following the above interaction with the nurse, the LCSW evaluated the 
detainee during her weekly segregation rounds. The note indicated the detainee was “lying in bed 
when this writer approached his cell.” The note also indicates the detainee was not suicidal and 
had no current active symptoms. 

On 15 May 2017, the detainee was found in his cell unresponsive after he had hung himself with 
a sheet. CPR was started immediately and EMS was activated. EMS arrived and subsequently 
transported him to a local hospital where the detainee was subsequently pronounced deceased at 
0215. 

The detainee was evaluated everyday by nurses while he was in segregation and all of the notes, 
except for 10 May 2017 (outlined above), indicated the detainee denied any suicidal thoughts, 
including nursing rounds on 14 May 2017. 
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FINDINGS/FINAL IMPRESSION 


Mr. Jean Carlos Jimenez Joseph arrived at Stewart Detention Center on 7 March 2017, and was 
evaluated by a nurse. He was immediately placed on one on one observation and started back on 
Risperidone. On 8 March 2017, the detainee was evaluated by a physician and a Licensed 
Clinical Social Worker (LCSW) and medical observation status stepped down until he was 
released to the general population on 9 March 2017. Since his arrival the detainee had been 
evaluated by a psychiatrist; however, due to limited availability of the psychiatrist for tele¬ 
psychiatry the follow-up appointment had to be rescheduled in order to make room for a detainee 
with a more acute mental health need. Additionally, there were missed opportunities to possibly 
provide additional intervention on 2 and 10 May 2017; however, even if interventions were taken 
on these dates they may or may not have altered the outcome. 

Stewart Detention Center’s staffing plan currently calls for three mental health providers and one 
psychiatrist; however, at the time of this incident only two LCSWs were on staff and of those 
two, one was on maternity leave. The facility has available tele-psych services to assist in the 
interim until the vacant positions can be filled. As of this time, Stewart Detention Center has two 
additional LCSWs starting on 22 May 2017, and is revising a position description on their 
current staffing plan to allow for a psychiatric nurse practitioner to fill the role of the vacant 
psychiatrist position.

The purpose of the review is to conduct an objective examination of the facts and 
circumstances surrounding the detainee's time in ICE custody, from intake through his or her death, and 
to determine whether the facility fully complied with the applicable ICE detention standards in all 
aspects of his or her custody. Our review consists of collecting and examining detainee and facility 
records, conducting onsite interviews with selected security, medical, and ERO staff, and preparing a 
comprehensive narrative report of findings.

While in administrative or disciplinary segregation status, a detainee ordinarily retains visiting 
privileges. 

Segregated detainees may ordinarily use the visiting room during normal visiting hours. 
However, the facility may restrict or disallow visits for a detainee who violates visiting rules or 
whose behavior indicates that he/she may be a threat to the security or good order of the visiting 
room. 


Under no circumstances may detainees be permitted to participate in visitation while in 
restraints. If the detainee’s behavior warrants restraints, the visit may not be granted under 
general population visiting conditions. Any restriction or denial of visits shall be documented in 
writing. 

Detainees in protective custody, and violent and/or disruptive detainees, shall not use the 
visitation room during normal visitation hours. In cases in which a visit may present an 
unreasonable security risk, visits may be disallowed for a particular detainee.

Pursuant to ICE policy, I am providing noti fication of the death of an ICE Detainee: Jean Carlos 
Alfonso JIMENEZ- Joseph, A204 603 723 

ISSUE: 


On May 15, 2017, ERO Atlanta reported the death of ICE detainee, Jean Carlos Alfonso 
JIMENEZ- Joseph, a 27 year old citizen of Panama, at the Phoebe Sumter Medical Center in 
Americus, GA. Phoebe Sumter medical staff declared JIMENEZ- Joseph deceased at 0215 EDT, 
with a preliminary cause of death from a self-inflicted strangulation. 

The Department of Homeland Security (DHS), Office of Inspector General (OIG), and Office of 
Professional Responsibility (OPR) were notified via the Joint Intake Center (JIC). ERO Atlanta 
officers have notified the Panamanian Consulate. Panamanian consular staff is in the process of 
completing notification to JIMENEZ- Joseph’s sister, the next of kin. 

All media inquiries will be referred to the Office of Public Affairs. 

BACKGROUND: 

On April 9, 2001, U.S. Customs and Border Protection (C'BP) admitted JIMENEZ at the William 
Hartsfield International Airport, Atlanta, GA as a B2 Visitor with permission to remain in the 
United States until October 8, 2001. 

On June 21, 2010, the Overland Park Municipal Court in Overland Park, KS convicted 
JIMENEZ for operating a motor vehicle without license and sentenced him to a $189 fine. 

On January 4, 2013, JIMENEZ applied for Consideration of Deferred Action for Childhood 
Arrival (DACA), Form 1-82ID, with U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services (USCIS). 

On November 25, 2013, USCIS approved JIMENEZ’s DACA application with a designated 
expiration date of November 24, 2015. 

On June 14, 2015, USCIS sent a DACA Expiration Notice Request to JIMENEZ. 

On January 12, 2016, JIMENEZ submitted a second DACA application. Form 1-82ID, to 
USCIS. 

On January 13, 2016, USCIS rejected JIMENEZ second application for DACA, Form 1-821D 
because it was not signed. 

On January 28, 2016, JIMENEZ submitted a third DACA application, Form I-821D, to USCIS.

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On February, 3, 2016, USCIS rejected JIMENEZ’s third application for DACA, Form 1-82ID 
because it was not signed. 

On August 24, 2016, the Raleigh Police Department (RPD) in Raleigh, NC arrested JIMENEZ 
for misdemeanor injury to real property. On the same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located in the 
Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC encountered JIMENEZ and determined that JIMENEZ did not 
meet an enforcement priority under the November 20, 2016 memorandum from Secretary 
Johnson, Policies for the Apprehension, Detention and Removal of Undocumented Immigrants, 
and took no enforcement action. 

On August 31, 2016, USCIS approved JIMENEZ’s DACA application until August 30, 2018. 

On October 14, 2016, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ for felony larceny of a motor vehicle and 
misdemeanor larceny. On the same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located in the Wake County Jail, 
Raleigh, NC encountered JIMENEZ and determined that JIMENEZ did not meet an enforcement 
priority under the November 20, 2016 memorandum from Secretary Johnson, Policies for the 
Apprehension, Detention and Removal of Undocumented Immigrants, and took no enforcement 
action. 

On November 9, 2016, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ for misdemeanor possession of marijuana 
paraphernalia and municipal ordinance—begging. On the same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located 
in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC encountered JIMENEZ and determined that JIMENEZ did 
not meet an enforcement priority under the November 20, 2016 memorandum from Secretary 
Johnson, Policies for the Apprehension, Detention and Removal of Undocumented Immigrants, 
and took no enforcement action. 

On November 23, 2016, the Wake County District Court, NC convicted JIMENEZ for 
misdemeanor possession of marijuana paraphernalia and dismissed the municipal ordinance— 
begging charge. The court sentenced JIMENEZ to 14 days confinement and a $230 fine. 

On December 8, 2016, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ for misdemeanor assault on a female and 
failure to appear in court for the October 14, 2016 larceny charges. On the same date, ERO 
Atlanta 287(g) located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC encountered JIMENEZ and 
determined that JIMENEZ did not meet an enforcement priority under the November 20, 2016 
memorandum from Secretary Johnson, Policies for the Apprehension, Detention and Removal of 
Undocumented Immigrants, and took no enforcement action. 

On January 5, 2017, the Wake County District Court, NC convicted JIMENEZ for misdemeanor 
assault and felony larceny of a motor vehicle and dismissed him of misdemeanor larceny. The 
court sentenced JIMENEZ to 28 days confinement and a $305 fine. 

On February 5, 2017, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ pursuant to an outstanding bench warrant for 
misdemeanor possession of marijuana paraphernalia and municipal ordinance—begging. This 
warrant appears to have remained active although JIMENEZ received a disposition of the 
aforementioned charges on November 23, 2016. On this same date, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located 
in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC determined JIMENEZ to be unlawfully present in the 

Delibei alive - 
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United States, and lodged a Request for Voluntary Transfer, Form I-247(X), with the Wake 
County Jail. 

On February 8, 2017, ERO Atlanta 287(g) located in the Wake County Jail, Raleigh, NC issued 
JIMENEZ a Notice to Appear charging removability pursuant to section 237(a)(1)(B) of the 
Immigration and Nationality Act, as an alien present in the United States whose nonimmigrant 
visa has expired or been revoked. 

On March 2, 2017, JIMENEZ entered ERO Atlanta custody at the Wake County Jail in Raleigh, 
NC. 

On March 7, 2017, ERO Atlanta transferred JIMENEZ to the Stewart Detention Center (SDC), 
Lumpkin, GA. 

On April 4, 2017, JIMENEZ contacted the Detention Reporting and Information Line (DRIL) 
and stated that he has a mental condition. 

On April 5, 2017, ERO Atlanta responded to the DRIL and indicated that the ICE Health Service 
Corps (1HSC) had seen JIMENEZ, and his medical issues are being treated with medication and 
therapy. 

On April 19, 2017, the Wake County District Court, NC dismissed JIMENEZ’S charge for 
misdemeanor injury to real property. 

On May 15, 2017, at 0045 EDT, SDC notified F.RO Atlanta that a medical emergency was called 
in the Special Housing Unit for JIMENEZ, who had hung himself in his cell. CoreCivic staff 
informed medical staff that JIMENEZ had hung himself with a sheet that had been tied around 
his neck. Medical staff performed a quick assessment and asked CoreCivic staff to call for 
emergency medical sendees. Medical staff continued cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) and 
connected JIMENEZ to the automated external defibrillator (AED), which indicated no shock 
advised and to continue CPR. At approximately 0057 EDT, emergency medical services (EMS) 
arrived and, during the course of the CPR, EMS staff administered four dosages of epinephrine 
and called for a back-up EMS unit; however, as the back-up EMS unit was over 30 minutes 
away, the EMS team decided to transport JIMENEZ to Phoebe Sumter Medical Center’s 
Emergency Room. Phoebe Sumter Medical Center staff declared JIMENEZ- Joseph deceased at 
0215 EDT, with a preliminary cause of death from a self-inflicted strangulation. 

JIMENZ is the seventh detainee to pass away in ICE custody in fiscal year 2017.

On 15 may 2017, at approximately 0045, a medical emergency was called in the Special Housing 
Unit for a detainee who had hung himself Upon arrival at the scene medical staff reported the 
detainee was laying on the ground with Core Civic officers performing CPR. Core Civic staff 
informed medical the detainee had hung himself with a sheet that had been tied around his neck. 
The sheet had already been removed prior to medical arriving on the scene. Medical staff 
performed a quick assessment and asked Core Civic staff if an ambulance had been requested and 
asked that EMS be activated if not already called. Medical staff continued CPR and connected the 
detainee to the AED, which indicated no shock advised and to continue CPR, CPR was 
continued. At approximately 0057 EMS team arrived and intubated the detainee, connected the 
detainee to a defibril lator and indicated the rhythm was asystole. During the course of the CPR, 
EMS staff gave four dosages of Epinephrine and called for a back-up EMS unit; however, as the 
back-up EMS unit was over 30 minutes away, the EMS team decided to transport the detainee to 
Phoebe Sumter Medical Center ER with Core Civic Officer in Ambulance.

A couple of thoughts* If the family cannot/will not pay, the cost to ERO for transporting the body will 
likely exceed the purchase card limit. This means contracting will have to be involved, which will likely 
be very time consuming* 
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G- Disposition of Remains 

Within seven calendar days of the date of notification, either in writing or in person, the family shall 
have the opportunity to claim the remains. If the family chooses to claim the body, the family shall 
assume responsibility for making the necessary arrangements and paying all associated costs (e.g., 
transportation of body, burial). 

If the family wishes to claim the remains, but cannot afford the transportation costs, ICE/ERO may 
assist the family by transporting the remains to a location in the United States. As a rule, the family 
alone is responsible for researching and complying with airline rules and federal regulations on 
transporting the body; however, ICE/ERO may coordinate the logistical details involved in returning 
the remains. 

If family members cannot be located or decline orally or in writing to claim the remains, ICE/ERO 
shall notify the consulate, in writing, after which the consulate shall have seven calendar days to 
claim the remains and be responsible for making the necessary arrangements and paying all costs 
incurred (e.g., moving the body, burial). 

If neither the family nor the consulate claims the remains, ICE/ERO shall schedule an indigent’s 
burial, consistent with local procedures. However, if the detainee’s record indicates U.S. military 
service, before proceeding with the indigent burial arrangements, ICE/ERO shall contact the 
Department of Veterans Affairs to determine whether the decedent is eligible for burial benefits. 

The Chaplain may advise the facility administrator and others involved about religious 
considerations that could influence the decision about the disposition of remains. 

Under no circumstances shall ICE/ERO authorize cremation or donation of the remains for medical 


research.

ISSUE: 


On May 15, 2017, FOD Atlanta reported the death of ICE detainee, Jean Carlos Alfonso 
JIMENEZ-Joseph, a 27 year old citizen of Panama, at the Phoebe Sumter in Americus, GA. 
Phoebe Sumter medical staff declared JIMENEZ deceased at 02:15 EDT, with a preliminary 
cause of death of suicide. The Department of Homeland Security (DHS), Office of Inspector 
General (OIG) and Office of Professional Responsibility (OPR) were notified via the Joint Intake 
Center (JIC). ERO Atlanta officers have notified the Panamanian Consulate. Panamanian 
consular staff is in the process of completing notification to JIMENEZ’S sister, [Eccles Insert 
Name After OCC Review], the next of kin. 

All media inquiries will be referred to the Office of Public Affairs. 

BACKGROUND: 


On April 9, 2001, JIMENEZ entered the United States through the Hartsfield International 
Airport in Atlanta, Georgia as a Nonimmigrant Temporary Visitor for Pleasure (B2 Visa). This 
visitor visa expired October 8, 2001. 

On June 21, 2010, the Overland Park Municipal Court in Overland Park, Kansas convicted 
JIMENEZ of operating a motor vehicle without a license. The court imposed a $189 fine against 
JIMENEZ. 

On January 4, 2013, JIMENEZ applied for Consideration of Deferred Action for Childhood 
Arrival (DACA), Form 1-82ID, with U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services (USCIS). 

On November 25, 2013, USCIS approved JIMENEZ’s DACA application. Form 1-821D, with a 
designated expiration date of November 24, 2015. 

On June 14, 2015, USCIS sent a DACA Expiration Notice Request to JIMENEZ. 

On January 12, 2016, JIMENEZ submitted a second DACA application. Form 1-82ID, to 
USCIS.

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On January 13, 2016, USCIS rejected JIMENEZ’S second application for DACA, Form 1-821D. 

On January 28, 2016, JIMENEZ submitted a third DACA application, Form 1-82ID, to USCIS. 

On February 3, 2016, USCIS rejected JIMENEZ’S third application for DACA, Form 1-82ID. 

On February 24, 2016, JIMENEZ submitted a fourth DACA application. Form 1-82ID, to 
USCIS. 

On May 6, 2016, USCIS approved JIMENEZ’S fourth DACA application, Form 1-82ID, with a 
designated expiration date of May 5, 2018. 

On August 24, 2016, the Raleigh Police Department (RPD) in Raleigh, North Carolina arrested 
JIMENEZ for misdemeanor injury to real property. On the same date, an ERO Atlanta 287(g) 
Officer located in the Wake County Jail (WCJ), Raleigh, North Carolina encountered JIMENEZ. 
ERO determined that JIMENEZ did not meet an enforcement removal priority; therefore, ERO 
Atlanta did not enter JIMENEZ into removal proceedings. JIMENEZ expressed no fear of 
returning to Panama and claimed to be healthy. 

On October 14, 2016, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ for felony larceny of a motor vehicle and 
misdemeanor larceny. On the same date, an ERO Atlanta 287(g) Officer located in the WCJ 
encountered JIMENEZ. ERO determined that JIMENEZ did not meet an enforcement removal 
priority; therefore, ERO Atlanta did not enter JIMENEZ into removal proceedings. JIMENEZ 
expressed no fear of returning to Panama and claimed to be healthy apart from having asthma. 

On November 9, 2016, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ for misdemeanor possession of marijuana 
paraphernalia and municipal ordinance—begging. On the same date, an ERO Atlanta 287(g) 
Officer located in the WCJ encountered JIMENEZ. ERO determined that JIMENEZ did not meet 
an enforcement removal priority; therefore, ERO Atlanta did not enter JIMENEZ into removal 
proceedings. JIMENEZ expressed no fear of returning to Panama and claimed to be healthy. 

On November 23, 2016, the Wake County District Court (WCDC), North Carolina convicted 
JIMENEZ of misdemeanor possession of marijuana paraphernalia and dismissed the municipal 
ordinance—begging charge. The court sentenced convicted JIMENEZ to 14 days confinement 
and a $230 fine. 

On December 8, 2016, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ for misdemeanor assault on a female and 
failure to appear in court for the October 14, 2016 larceny charges. On the same date, an ERO 
Atlanta 287(g) Officer located in the WCJ encountered JIMENEZ. ERO determined that 
JIMENEZ did not meet an enforcement removal priority; therefore, ERO Atlanta did not enter 
JIMENEZ into removal proceedings. JIMENEZ expressed no fear of returning to Panama and 
appeared healthy, according to the designated immigration officials. 

On January 5, 2017, the WCDC convicted JIMENEZ of misdemeanor assault on a female. On 
this same date, The Wake County District Court, convicted JIMENEZ of felony larceny of a

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motor vehicle and dismissed him of misdemeanor larceny. The court sentenced JIMENEZ to 28 
days confinement and imposed a $305 fine. 

On February 5, 2017, the RPD arrested JIMENEZ pursuant to an outstanding bench warrant for 
misdemeanor possession of marijuana paraphernalia and municipal ordinance—begging. 
JIMENEZ received a disposition of the aforementioned charges on November 23, 2016; 
however, the warrant appears to have remained active. On this same date, an ERO Atlanta 287(g) 
Officer located in the WCJ determined JIMENEZ to be unlawfully present in the United States, 
and lodged a Request for Voluntary Transfer, Form I-247(X), with the Wake County Jail. 

On February 8, 2017, an ERO Atlanta 287(g) Officer located in the WCJ issued JIMENEZ a 
Notice to Appear, Form 1-862, charging removability pursuant to Section 237(a)(1)(B) of the 
Immigration and Nationality Act (INA) as an alien who is present in the United States in 
violation of this Act or any other law of the United States, or whose nonimmigrant visa (or other 
documentation authorizing admission into the United States as a nonimmigrant) has been 
revoked under Section 221(i) of the INA. 

On March 2, 2017, the Wake County Sherriff s Office released JIMENEZ ERO Atlanta custody. 

On March 3, 2017, JIMENEZ transferred to the York County Detention Center in York, SC. 

On March 7, 2017, JIMENEZ transferred to the Stewart Detention Center in Lumpkin, GA. 

On March 30, 2017, the Executive Office of Immigration Review (EOIR) held JIMENEZ’s 
initial master hearing. The immigration court reset JIMENEZ’s master hearing for a future date, 
so that JIMENEZ could find representative counsel. 

On April 4, 2017, JIMENEZ contacted the Detainee Reporting Information Line (DRIE) and 
reported having a mental health condition. 

On April 5, 2017, ICE Health Services Corps (IHSC) advised ERO Atlanta that JIMENEZ has 
been evaluated and is receiving the appropriate medical treatment. 

On April 14, 2017, Core Civic (CC) correctional staff advised ERO Atlanta of JIMENEZ having 
a nose bleed after his physical altercation with another ICE Detainee: A Chu, A074 532 937. CC 
Staff advised that JIMENEZ required no additional outside medical treatment. 

On April 19, 2017, the WCDC dismissed JIMENEZ of misdemeanor injury to real property. 

On May 4, 2017, the EOIR held JIMENEZ’s second master hearing. The immigration court reset 
JIMENEZ’s hearing for a future date so that JIMENEZ could find representative counsel. 

JIMENEZ’s next master hearing was scheduled for June 8, 2017.

ICE detainee passes away at Georgia hospital 

ATLANTA - A Panamanian national in the custody of U.S. immigration and Customs Enforcement at the 
Stewart Detention Facility in Lumpkin, Georgia, died early Monday at an area hospital after he was found 
unresponsive En his call and efforts by facility staff and emergency personnel to revive him were 
unsuccessful 

Jean Jimenez-Joseph, 27, was pronounced dead at Phoebe Sumter Medical Center in Americus, 
Georgia, at 2:15 a.nr The preliminary cause of death was ruled to be self-inflicted strangulation, Stewart 
facility staff conducting scheduled monitoring discovered Mr. Jimenez unresponsive In his cell with a 
sheet around his neck at approximately 12:45 am Facility staff and medical personnel immediately 
began to perform CPR and contacted Stewart County Emergency Medical Services, which arrived at the 
faculty at 12:57 ami 

Consistent with the agency's protocols, the appropriate state health and local lew enforcement agendas 
have been notified about the death, as have the Department of Homeland Security's Office of Inspector 
General and the ICE Office of Professional Responsibility, Additionally. ICE has advised Panamanian 
consular representatives who have notified Mr, Jimenez's nexl of tdn. 

ICE is firmly committed to the health and welfare of all those to its custody and m undertaking a 
comprehensive agency-wide review of this incident, as It does in all such cases. Fatalities in ICE custody, 
statistically, are exceedingly rare and occur at a fraction of the rate of the U.S. detained population as a 
whole. This agency's comprehensive review will be conducted by ICE senior leadership to include 
Enforcement and Removal Operations, the Office of Professional Responsibility and the Office of the 
Principal Legal Advisor. 

Mr. Jimenez entered ICE custody March 2 in Wake County, North Carolina, pursuant to an ICE 
immigration detainer following his release from local law enforcement custody after his Jan. 5 felony 
conviction for larceny of a motor vehicle. At this time of his death, Mr. Jimenez was in Immigration 
removal proceedings. 

Mr. Jimenez Is the seventh individual to pass away in ICE custody in fiscal year 2017. He Is the first 
fatality of a detainee from the Stewart Detention Center in more than eight yetis.
